Firefighters battle apartment building fire 

Falmouth firefighters and numerous other emergency personnel were dispatched around 8:15 p.m., 
Wednesday, December 4 to the scene of an apartment building fire on West Shelby Street near the rail¬ 
road crossing in Falmouth. According to Falmouth Fire Chief David Marquardt, the blaze is believed 
to have originated in a first floor apartment near the rear of the building and worked its way up to the 
second floor. Firefighters were quick to respond and able to contain the fire to two apartments although 
the building and other rooms suffered heavy smoke damage. Alexandria and Southern Campbell fire 
departments assisted at the scene with aerial ladders due to fire spreading into the attic of the structure. 
The building is owned by Cliff Wallace and has six apartments. Several families are displaced at this 
time. The cause of the blaze is unknown and under investigation by the state fire marshal and insurance 
company. The building is not believed to be a total loss. A dog and two cats were lost in the blaze. Other 
emergency personnel assisting at the scene included: Northern Pendleton Fire Department, Falmouth 
Police Department, Pendleton County Sheriffs Office, KSP, VIPS, Pendleton County Ambulance Ser¬ 
vices, Red Cross, city of Falmouth Utilities and Pendleton County Emergency Management. Dry Ridge 
and Eastern Campbell County fire departments were put on standby while CSX was alerted to proceed 
with caution when traveling through the area.

sixth winningest coach in NKY 
Boys Soccer history and is the 
newest member of the NKY 
Boys Soccer Hall of Fame. 

“I am honored and humbled 
to be selected,” coach Bentley 
commented during his induc¬ 
tion speech. “I owe this to the 
hundreds of players and the 
many assistant coaches that have 
been with me over the years. I 
am very blessed and lucky to be 
nominated.” 

Playing at Mo rehead State 
University, coach Bentley learned 
the game early. The newly-hired 
PCHS physics teacher took over 
the fledging program and passed 


on his early love and respect for 
the game to a grateful PC com¬ 
munity. 

It was only three short years 
later, 1988, that he had the 
Wildcats winning the first dis¬ 
trict title in program history in a 
tough district that included 
Highlands. In 1993, he was 
named the John Toebben Coach 
of the Year Award. 

The success would continue 
into the new millennium as the 
2004 and 2005 Wildcats both 
won the region title advancing to 
the state tournament sectionals 
and claimed his second district 
title in 2006. 

Coach Bentley thanked Steve 


Craig and Tom Woofter for that 
early opportunity and helping 
build a soccer program along 
with the likes of David Tackett 
and Greg Valentine. 

His teams were noted by their 
defense. His 2000 and 2005 
teams only allowed 16 goals dur¬ 
ing the season and his 2002 team 
allowed 18 goals over the season. 

While playing tough, physi¬ 
cal defense, his teams were noted 
by his peers as playing with great 
sportsmanship as they awarded 
the 2001 Pendleton County the 
Ed Lett Sportsmanship Award. 

As former rival coach, Bill 
Simpkins, at Grant County 
pointed out in his introduction 


of coach Bentley, “He built and 
left a program that continues 
with success today.” 

Pendleton has added two 
more regional titles to the tally in 
2008 and 2010. The four region¬ 
al titles ranks second to only 
Wildcat Golf (5) for the most 
regional titles by a program in 
school history. 

That’s the true mark of a hall 
of fame coach, builds a program 
to a point that after they move 
on, the success continues right 
on, allowing the student/athletes 
playing to develop a love for the 
game of soccer like Tony Bentley 
did in those early days at More- 
head.

Beware: seasonal scams and identity theft 


As Kentuckians generously 
open their wallets for those in need 
of a helping hand this holiday sea¬ 
son, it’s important to remember to 
give wisely, ensuring that your 
donations are made to reputable 
charities. Much like storms and 
natural disasters, the season of giv¬ 
ing brings out the best and worst in 
people, and scam artists are always 
discovering new schemes to take 
advantage of the kindness of oth¬ 
ers. 

My Office of Consumer Protec¬ 
tion and I ask that you keep the 
following tips in mind as you make 
a charitable donation this holiday 
season: 

• Donate to charities you know 
and trust. 

• Be cautious of sound-alike 
charities and solicitors unable to 
answer questions. 

• Where possible, make dona¬ 
tions by check or credit card rather 
than cash. 

• Don’t be pressured into mak¬ 
ing a donation. 

• Ask for identification and 
written information when you’re 
approached in person. 

•Always ask what percentage of 
your dollar goes to the cause. 

You can also utilize my office’s 
charitable giving database to 
research a charity before making a 
donation. The database at www. 
ag.ky.gov/civil/consumerprotec- 
tion/charity lists which charities 
have registered with the Office of 
the Attorney General and their 


status. 

Today, many of us turn to our 
smart phones, tablets and comput¬ 
ers for our holiday shopping needs, 
but I encourage you to be cautious 
when making purchases over the 
Internet. Many scammers use a 
technique called phishing to gain 
access to someone’s secure informa¬ 
tion, and seasonal phishing scams 
often come disguised as requests 
for charitable contributions, elec¬ 
tronic greeting cards, online shop¬ 
ping advertisements or credit card 
applications. 

This is often done through 
emails that may contain links to 
websites infected with malware, 
enabling a scammer to locate user 
names, passwords, Social Security 
numbers and other personal data. 

Taking a few proactive steps can 
help keep you safe when shopping 
online: 

• Only do business with com¬ 
panies you know and trust and that 
offer secure payment processing. 
Look for websites that start with 
https, (the "s" stands for secure). 

• To protect yourself against 
seasonal phishing scams, verify the 
communication by calling the 
company or by logging into your 
account directly from the business' 
website. 

• Never do business with some¬ 
one who insists that you wire 
money. 

• Using credit cards while shop¬ 
ping online can offer extra protec¬ 
tion. Consider designating one 


credit card with a lower credit limit 
for online purchases. 

• Keep personal information 
private. Don't disclose your 
address, phone number, Social 
Security number or bank account 
information to a stranger. 

• Never respond to emails or 
pop-up ads that ask for your per¬ 
sonal or financial information. 

• Avoid storing credit card 
information online. 

• When buying a gift card, only 
buy from reputable sources that 
you know and trust. It is also wise 
to give the recipient the terms and 
conditions point of sale material, as 
well as the receipt confirming the 
amount purchased on the card. 
Additionally, consumers should 
avoid buying gift cards from online 
auction or "for sale" listing sites, as 
they can be counterfeit. 

If you are the victim of a con¬ 
sumer scam, help is available by 
contacting the Office of the Attor¬ 
ney General's Consumer Protec¬ 
tion Hotline at 1-888-432-9257 or 
by visiting ag.ky.gov/civil/consum- 
erprotection. 

My office has also designed a 
step-by-step toolkit that can help 
you in the unfortunate event your 
identity is stolen. In it, you’ll find a 
checklist complete with informa¬ 
tion and the telephone numbers of 
agencies that can assist you along 
the way. You can get the toolkit, as 
well as tips to keep you from 
becoming a victim of identity theft 
at ag.ky.gov/idtheft.

“Basketball Changes” 


I have always liked basketball. 
Back in the old days this sport 
was the only key for a young 
country guy to escape into the 
exciting world of the heroes. 
When we had the opportunity to 
play we felt like gladiators as we 
ran onto the court to match skills 
with our opposition. Even though 
the spectators were fewer and the 
gyms were smaller, this event was 
the highlight of our existence. 
This game marked an extension 
of our community and school 
and both spectator and partici¬ 
pant felt pride and took part in 
the action. 

It seemed as if the old days 
provided a more personal experi¬ 
ence for everyone. We all knew 
each other’s names and their fam¬ 
ilies and felt more than a team. 
We felt almost like a family. I can 
still hear the cheerleaders yell as I 
stood on the free throw line, 
“Two, Four, Six, Eight, Who do 
We Appreciate?... .MARVIN,

MAN, IF HE CAN’T DO IT 
NO ONE CAN!” 

These and other cheers caused 
an old farm boy like me to jump 
higher, run faster and try harder. 
Even when we lost the game, we 
still had fun. 

Today, it seems as if our sports 
are more impersonal and too 
complex. I know there are more 
teams and many more young peo¬ 
ple, but there is something about 
the atmosphere that lacks that 
“team” or “family” feeling. 

I would almost bet that if a 
modern coach were to line his 
team up and hand each player a 
piece of paper and pencil, and 
direct each to name every player 
on his squad, all might have trou¬ 
ble knowing the names of their 
team mates. 

I am a fan of college sports 
and I don’t know for sure but I 
doubt if 10% of Kentucky s bas¬ 
ketball players are from Kentucky! 

Now before I go too far I 
would like to refer to a statement 
the late President Richard Nixon 
often quoted, “I want to make 
myself perfectly clear.” I am not 
being critical of any local coaches, 
teams, cheerleaders, or support¬ 
ers, nor am I making any refer¬ 


ence to race, creed or color. I am 
merely making generalizations 
about modern sports, and espe¬ 
cially on the professional level. 

When I was younger, I idol¬ 
ized professional basketball play¬ 
ers. I knew all the teams, coaches, 
players and all their specialties. 
My favorite teams were the Bos¬ 
ton Celtics and the St. Louis 
Hawks. I idolized such greats as 
Bob Pettit, Cliff Hagan, Frank 
Ramsey, Bill Russell, Bob Cousy, 
K.C. and Sam Jones, Oscar Rob¬ 
inson and a host of others. The 
coaches I held in reverence were 
John Wooden and Red Aurback. 

I would watch a game on TV 
and at the conclusion go outside 
where we had a goal on the side of 
the barn, and try to imitate the 
shots and moves I had witnessed. 
I dreamed of being a professional 
basketball player. 

Maybe I am just getting older 
and realize I will never fulfill that 
dream, but to be quite honest, I 
just don’t enjoy watching profes¬ 
sional basketball anymore. I am 
not saying the players aren’t any 
good. In fact, I believe the players 
today on all levels are much more 
talented than they have ever been 
in history. 

I believe something is lacking. 
The players, coaches, and staff are 
so impersonal. The impression I 
get is most players convey the 
attitude they could care less if 
they have anybody watching 
them or not. In fact, they acts as 
if they would rather be “twenty 
miles from thunder” than to be 
on the court playing basketball. 
They appear as if they are actually 
miserable and are doing the fans a 
favor by playing. Many have tat¬ 
toos, earrings, necklaces and per¬ 
sonalized hairdos that indicate 
that they are really trying to draw 
attention to themselves rather 
than to their team. 

Something else that also con¬ 
cerns me is it seems as if the rules 
of the game have really been 
abused. The original rules direct¬ 
ed when one dribbled the ball, 
this was to be done in a vertical 
direction (up and down). Now, 
the pros can “palm” or carry the 
ball half way down the court and 
make three circles and nothing is 
called. They can also pick the ball 


up, at center court, take three or 
four long strides, turn a circle, 
dunk the ball and never be called 
for walking. “My, how the rules 
have been changed.” 

So much for opinions from an 
old man. However, I must leave 
with a few suggestions to the pro¬ 
fessional authorities, coaches, ref¬ 
erees, owners and people who 
make the rules: 

1. ) Coaches should test play¬ 
ers on a regular basis to make sure 
they know each other’s names. 

2. ) Coaches should have a 
barber come once a month to 
insure that all hair styles and 
beards are standard. 

3. ) There should be no more 
than two referees at one time. 
(The more you have, the more 
each referee depends on the other, 
and no one makes the call. The 
higher the number the weaker the 
referee. 

4. ) Each referee should be 
equipped with a bucket, a roll of 
duct tape, and a supply of hair 
nets. (Any player displaying visi¬ 
ble tattoos should have them cov¬ 
ered with duct tape. Any player 
wearing earrings or necklaces 
should be required to place them 
in the bucket until after the 
game.)

Review of " Captive in Iran " 


By Dave Shipp 

“Captive in Iran” by Maryam 
Rostampour and Marziyeh Ami- 
rizadeh is the real life story of two 
young Christian ladies who were 
born into Muslim families in 
Iran. They both became Chris¬ 
tians as young adults and met 
while studying theology in Tur¬ 
key. Deciding to work together, 
they returned to Iran and began 
sharing their faith. In 2009 the 
young women were arrested in 
Tehran for promoting Christian¬ 
ity, a capital crime in Iran (pro¬ 
moting any religion other than 
Islam is prohibited). 

The official charges against 
them were apostasy (Christian 
evangelism), anti-government 
activity, and blasphemy (sarcasm 


of Islam) for which they faced 
execution by hanging. They spent 
259 days in Evin Prison in Tehran 
(perhaps the worlds most notori¬ 
ous prison) as many individual 
and amnesty groups around the 
world prayed for their release. In 
Evin Prison they lived in unspeak¬ 
able conditions, were interrogat¬ 
ed intensely and intimidated. 
The treatment of the young and 
attractive ladies, as well as other 
prisoners is too horrendous to 
explain in this review. For that 
information one needs to read the 
book, however they would never 
renounce their love of Jesus and 
the truth in the Bible. 

While in prison many women 
came to them and questioned 
their knowledge of Jesus and 


Christianity and many, many of 
the women asked for prayer - 
which the young captives did 
with no concern for the possible 
consequences of their actions. 

Following international pres¬ 
sure and after months of interro¬ 
gation, abuse and threats of exe¬ 
cution, the young ladies were 
freed in November 2009 and 
then cleared of all charges. 

When reading this book one 
must ponder how many Chris¬ 
tians would react as these young 
women in the face of such oppres¬ 
sion for their biblical beliefs and 
actions. To read the full account 
of their harrowing experiences 
visit the Pendleton Co. Public 
Library and check out a copy of 
“Captive in Iran.” 


Tips for mailing holiday greeting cards 


Millions of greeting cards are 
sent out each holiday season. 
Estimates suggest that 85 percent 
of the United States population, 
or roughly 250 million people, 
mails out greeting cards. That 
adds up to billions of cards going 
through the postal system - ana 
all in a relatively short period of 
time. 

Men and women who hope to 
send holiday greeting cards must 
purchase, prepare and mail the 
cards early enough so they are 
received prior to the holiday. It is 
never too early to begin greeting 
card preparation and assembly. 

The majority of cards are 
bought in boxed packages or 
groupings of photo cards. Gone 
are the days of hand-picking indi¬ 
vidual greeting cards for every 
recipient. This trend toward gen¬ 
eral-theme cards has streamlined 
the process and can help senders 
start their tasks earlier than ever 
before. Some people like to take 
advantage of post-holiday sales to 
stock up on greeting cards for the 
following year at a deep discount. 
This means they can write the 
cards out at their leisure and then 
simply toss them into the mail¬ 
box at the appropriate time. 

Much in the way people begin 
their holiday shopping or deco¬ 
rating right after the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing turkey leftovers have been 
stored away, a good majority of 
people also begin their greeting 
card writing after Thanksgiving 
as well. Those who want their 
cards to arrive first will mail them 
within a few days of Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. When sent domestically, it is 
safe to assume that cards mailed 
out up to two weeks before 
Christmas will arrive on time. 
After that point, you may be risk¬ 
ing lateness, particularly for rural 
delivery addresses unless cards are 
sent priority. For those who need 
to mail cards internationally, 
sticking close to the end of 
November will ensure they arrive 
in a timely manner. 



People who want to make a 
statement and not have their 
greeting cards get lost in the 
crowd may intentionally mail 
them late and lean toward wish¬ 
ing health and prosperity for the 
new year, rather than sending a 
card tied to a specific holiday. 
This gives extra time for mailing 
and will set cards apart from the 
many others. 

Photo cards have grown in 
popularity, and people interested 
in having a professional photog¬ 
rapher shoot their holiday card 
photos would be wise to make an 
appointment as early as possible. 
Popular photographers often start 
holiday photo shoots in October. 
Keep in mind that the photo¬ 
graphs can take a while to be 
processed and arrive. For those 
who are on borrowed time, tak¬ 
ing a photo with a personal cam¬ 
era and having prints made up at 
a pharmacy or retail store can 
save time. It is unlikely that pro¬ 
fessional photos taken in Decem¬ 
ber can be printed and mailed 


and still arrive on time. Also, be 
sure to heed copyright laws con¬ 
cerning photographs. It may be 
illegal to scan an image from a 
photographer or photo studio 
and have prints made without 
written permission. 

Postage is another thing that 
will have to be considered when 
mailing out cards. While many 
cards fall under the weight ana 
size limits of a regular first class 
postage stamp, unusually shaped 
envelopes or heavy greeting cards 
may cost more. Rather than have 
them returned, it is a good idea to 
have at least one card weighed at 
the post office to ensure the right 
amount of postage is affixed. 
Some cards will be packaged with 
envelopes that state "Additional 
postage may be required" right 
on the box. 

Greeting cards are an impor¬ 
tant component of the holiday 
season. Ensuring they arrive on 
time requires planning and send¬ 
ing them out with ample time to 
spare.

Kynect adds Sunday hours in December 

Health benefit exchange call center open seven days a week for expected enrollment peak 


Governor Steve Beshear has 
extended the hours for the call 
center supporting the Common¬ 
wealths health benefit exchange 
during what is expected to be a 
peak enrollment period. 

Administrators for the kynect 
health benefit exchange expect a 
surge in applications in Decem¬ 
ber. For insurance coverage to take 
effect on January 1, 2014, it must 
be purchased through an exchange 
by Monday, December 23. 

The kynect call center will be 
open seven days a week from Sun¬ 
day, December 8, through Sun¬ 
day, December 22. Sunday hours 
for the call center are 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. E.T. Contact center profes¬ 
sionals are helping Kentuckians 
navigate the exchange and explain 
the health insurance options avail¬ 
able to them. 

“The kynect health benefit 
exchange has enrolled more than 
69,000 people in healthcare cover¬ 
age since October 1, but there are 
still more Kentuckians who want 
to sign up for insurance before the 
end of the year. Keeping the call 
center open on Sundays will help 
kynect deliver the same high-qual¬ 


ity consumer experience even 
when numbers of callers spike,” 
said Gov. Beshear. “As we work 
toward our goal of ensuring all 
Kentuckians have access to afford¬ 
able healthcare coverage, this facil¬ 
ity - where Kentuckians help Ken¬ 
tuckians - plays a key role in 
helping citizens understand the 
process.” 

The contact center, a major 
component of the Affordable Care 
Act, is operated through a con¬ 
tract with Xerox. As a condition of 
the contract, kynect stipulated 
that the call center be operated in 
Kentucky. 

The Lexington, Ky., contact 
center began operation on August 
15, several weeks in advance of 
open enrollment. Since opening, 
the center has received more than 
180,000 calls. 

“As the year winds down, we 
are ramping up at the kynect con¬ 
tact center,” said Connie Harvey, 
corporate vice president and chief 
operating office, Healthcare Ser¬ 
vices, Xerox. “The kynect contact 
center is there for people as they 
select and purchase health insur¬ 
ance - maybe for the first time - 


when its convenient for them. 
These are important decisions for 
people, and we’re helping simplify 
the process.” 

Customer care representatives 
are available to answer questions 
about kynect and to help citizens 
navigate the online application 
process. Representatives are avail¬ 
able via phone, live online chat 
and email. Kentuckians without 
internet access can also get help 
completing and filing applications 
over the phone. 

The contact center provides 
assistance in English and Spanish 
as well as other languages, and can 
be reached at l-855-4kynect 
(459-6328). In December, the 
contact center is open Monday 
through Friday from 8 a.m. to 7 
p.m. E.T, and on Saturdays and 
Sundays from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. ET. 

The kynect website can be 
found at www.kynect.ky.gov. 
Open enrollment through kynect 
will continue through March 31, 
2014, with coverage effective as 
early as Jan. 1, 2014. Federal 
funding from the ACA supports 
contact center staffing and train¬ 
ing through 2014. 


Owen Electric warns of utility scam 


A Kentucky electric co-op 
member received a phone call 
from a man claiming to be from 
the utility. The caller informed 
the member that his meter had to 
be changed and his power would 
be off for 72 hours. If he could 
pay $900 on a prepaid debit card, 
the process could be expedited. 

This is a utility scam that has 
been running in multiple states 
since the summer. 

The scam is conducted when 
an individual receives a call from 


someone falsely claiming to be a 
utility employee. The scammer 
warns that power will be shut off 
for some reason if they don't 
make a payment. The person is 
then instructed to purchase a 
prepaid debit card and to call the 
scammer back. The scammer 
asks for the debit card's receipt 
number and PIN number which 
grants instant access to the card's 
funds. 

Some of these scammers use 
technology to have caller ID 


spoofing to replicate actual utili¬ 
ty phone numbers. 

Owen Electric Cooperative 
will never ask or require mem¬ 
bers to purchase prepaid debit 
cards to avoid terminating elec¬ 
tric service. Members can make 
legitimate payments by phone, 
online, bank draft, mail or in 
person. 

Owen Electric urges members 
who suspect or experience fraud 
to hang up and call police, then 
Owen Electric.

Cold-weather horse nutrition 


Winter is officially here. Con¬ 
sider yourselves lucky that your 
horses don’t have to deal with 
temperatures that consistently dip 
into the negative digits. However, 
do you consider your horse’s 
nutritional needs and how they 
change even with mild Kentucky 
winters? Here are some ideas to 
consider when feeding your horses 
this winter. 

The first thing every horse 
owner should do is assess your 
horses’ body condition scores, or 
the amount of fat they are carry¬ 
ing. This is simple numeric sys¬ 
tem, ranging from 1 to 9 that will 
help you adjust your horses’ diets 
so they are carrying the perfect 
amount of body weight. If you 
need help with this, the University 
of Kentucky Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service published a fact sheet 
titled, “Condition Scoring Your 
Horse,” and you can contact 
someone here at the Pendleton 
county office to look for ASC- 
145. Using this system will help 
you keep feed costs down and 
your horses’ health and well-being 
in top shape. 

No matter your horses’ body 
condition scores, one of the most 
important aspects of feeding hors¬ 
es during the winter is being able 
to provide a source of good-quali¬ 
ty forage. Without question, this 
is a difficult task considering the 
current availability of affordable, 
good-quality hay. But unless you 
have a well-planned rotational 
grazing system in place and have 
stockpiled forage that will that last 
until spring, purchasing hay is 
essential. Square or round bales 
are perfectly acceptable when cor¬ 
rectly managed; however, you will 
have a better idea of how much 
hay your horses are eating when 
providing them with square bales 
on a daily basis. 

Unless you are raising brood¬ 
mares or growing horses, most 
horses should be fed at least 50 
percent of their total daily diet as 
forage. For an average 1,000- 
pound horse fed at 2 percent body 
weight per day, that would be at 
least 10 pounds of hay per day. In 
addition to providing nutrients, 
hay also supplies heat to the horses 
through the digestive process. 

It’s best to provide hay in some 


sort of feeder when you are group 
feeding your horses outside. In 
most situations, a hay feeder will 
reduce the amount of wasted hay 
by 20 percent or more. Horse 
owners have a couple of other for¬ 
age alternatives to hay such as hay 
cubes or complete feeds that con¬ 
tain a high level of fiber, such as 
beet pulp. These may be more 
expensive in the long run, but 
offer another way to provide a 
source of fiber to your horses. 

If your hay is of high-nutritive 
value and your horses are main¬ 
taining their body condition 
scores throughout the winter, you 
may not have to provide a source 
of grain at all. However, if your 
horses are not meeting their nutri¬ 
tional needs with hay alone, you 
can add grain to their diet. 
Remember, grain should supple¬ 
ment a horse’s diet as a majority of 
their nutrient needs should be met 
by the forage source. 

Water is an essential nutrient 
that you need to monitor very 
carefully during the winter 
months. In general, horses tend to 
increase their consumption of 
water when consuming more dry 
matter or harvested forages. But, 
they tend to not want to drink 
really cold water. Therefore, it’s 
important to make sure you pro¬ 
vide fresh water daily on a free- 
choice basis. When the tempera¬ 
ture dips into the 30s and below, 
water tanks may freeze up. Be sure 
to check them at least twice a day 
and break the ice up if needed so 
the horses can drink. You can also 
install a water tub or bucket heater 
to keep the water from freezing. 
When installed properly and 
monitored closely, these can be 
helpful tools to keep fresh water 
available at all times for your four¬ 
legged friends. 

Make sure you especially mon¬ 
itor older horses that have trouble 
keeping weight on during the 
year. They may need some special 
attention to keep them in good 
weight throughout the winter. 

Using these simple tools can 
help you and your herd make it 
through the winter in good health 
and body condition. If you have 
questions about your horses’ diet, 
contact the Pendleton County 
Cooperative Extension Service. 


Cover Crop Seed Cost Share 
Program ending on Dec. 31 


The Pendleton County Con¬ 
servation District Cover Crop 
Seed Cost Share Program will 
end on December 31, 2013. 

The Conservation District 
will pay 50% of the total cost of 
cover crop wheat or rye seed, 
with a maximum of $100 per 
landowner. 

Bring your dated receipt made 
out to you to our office and fill 
out a short application, that's all 
you have to do. The Board of 
Supervisors meet on the third 
Tuesday evening of each month 
and when they approve your 
application, a check will be 
mailed to you. 

Cover crops benefit both the 
soil and the subsequent nitrogen, 


recycle nutrients, provides graz¬ 
ing, reduces compaction, sup¬ 
press weeds and pests, utilize 
excess soil moisture and improves 
water infiltration. Remember, to 
be in compliance with your FSA 
(Food Security Act) Conservation 
Plan, you must sow a cover crop. 
Remember, December 31 is the 
last day that you can bring in 
your receipt and apply for this 
cost share program.

Farm to School Programs 
growing across Kentucky 


4-H promotes environmental 
stewardship 


Farm to school programs are a 
great way to get local foods into the 
tummies of some school children 
who otherwise wouldn’t have access 
to them. These programs help chil¬ 
dren learn where their food comes 
from while providing them with 
important nutrients. They also are 
beneficial to local producers who 
now have another outlet to sell their 
products and, as a result, can help 
stimulate local economies. 

In 2010, the Healthy, Hunger- 
Free Kids Act established a formal 
program within the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. The program 
assists eligible schools, through 
grants and technical assistance, in 
implementing farm to school initia¬ 
tives to improve access to local 
foods. In order to establish realistic 
goals with regards to increasing 
local foods in schools, the USDA 
conducted a nationwide Farm to 
School census in spring 2013. The 
census asked all U.S. public school 
districts about their farm to school 
activities during the 2011-2012 
school year. The results are now 
available and encouraging to farm 
to school advocates in the state. 

In Kentucky, 58 public school 
districts, or 44 percent of the 
respondents, have active farm to 
school initiatives. These districts 
include about 763 schools and an 
estimated 349,011 children. These 
school districts spent more than 
$1.2 million on local foods during 
the 2011 -2012 school year, which 
is money that stayed in local com¬ 
munities. The most common foods 
purchased by Kentucky’s school dis¬ 


tricts were fruits, followed closely 
by vegetables. For 44 schools, fresh 
produce offered on cafeteria menus 
came directly from school gardens. 

An additional 19 percent of 
Kentucky school district respon¬ 
dents said they plan to start a farm 
to school program in the future. 

The University of Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension Service is a 
strong supporter of farm to school 
programs. Extension food and 
nutrition educators served on the 
state’s Farm to School Task Force, 
which assisted the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture in 
developing a state Farm to School 
guide for interested schools and 
farmers. Extension personnel have 
helped in the formation of school 
gardens, connected farmers to 
school food service personnel, 
taught food preparation and food 
safety classes, provided recipes for 
fresh produce and offered taste test¬ 
ing of fruits and vegetables at local 
schools. 

Through programs such as the 
Food Systems Innovation Center, 
MarketReady and MarketMaker, 
UK personnel have helped produc¬ 
ers determine whether their prod¬ 
uct is safe and marketable through 
market research studies, sensory 
studies, FDA process validation 
studies, nutritional evaluations and 
numerous educational trainings, 
among other things.

We are dependent on earth’s 
natural resources. Everything from 
the air we breathe, to the water we 
drink, to the soil we use for food 
production are vital to our exis¬ 
tence. Good stewardship is critical 
to ensuring these resources are pro¬ 
tected for the next generation. 

However, many Americans lack 
a basic understanding of environ¬ 
mental issues, and there is a shortage 
of scientists and experts focused on 
natural resource stewardship, espe¬ 
cially among women and minori¬ 
ties. In order to protect the environ¬ 
ment, we are going to need a diverse 
pool of trained scientists to solve 
current and future environmental 
problems. 

4-H offers programs to help 
young people develop an under¬ 
standing and appreciation for our 
natural environment as well as to 


give them a glimpse at potential 
careers in the field. 

County programs offered in 
4-H Natural Resource areas include, 
but are not limited to, entomology, 
forestry, geology, water, weather, 
beekeeping and earth science. 
Through these programs, young 
people can explore the diversity of 
our natural environment while they 
increase their awareness of social 
problems that can be addressed 
through environmental stewardship, 
expand their life skills and gain a 
better understanding of science and 
scientific methods. 4-H also offers 
environmental camps for young 
people wishing to gain further 
knowledge of environmental issues.

Applications for Conservation 
Stewardship Program due soon 


The U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture’s Natural Resources Conser¬ 
vation Service (NRCS) is opening 
the Conservation Stewardship Pro¬ 
gram (CSP) for new enrollments for 
federal fiscal year 2014. Now 
through January 17, 2014, produc¬ 
ers interested in participating in the 
program can submit applications to 
NRCS. 

The CSP is an important Farm 
Bill conservation program that helps 
established conservation stewards 
take their current level of natural 
resource management to the next 
level to improve both their agricul¬ 
tural production and provide valu¬ 
able conservation benefits such as 
cleaner and more abundant water, as 
well as healthier soils and better 
wildlife habitat. 

“CSP encourages landowners 
who are already implementing con¬ 
servation on their land to take a 
comprehensive look at their resource 
concerns and adopt new conserva¬ 
tion activities that can go even fur¬ 
ther to conserve natural resources 
and increase the productivity of 
their operations,” said Jack Kuhn, 
acting state conservationist for the 
NRCS in Kentucky. 

Kuhn said today's announce¬ 
ment is another example of USDA's 
comprehensive focus on promoting 
environmental conservation and 
strengthening the rural economy, 
and it is a reminder that a new Food, 
Farm and Jobs Bill is pivotal to con¬ 


tinue these efforts. CSP is now in its 
fifth year and so far, NRCS has 
partnered with producers to enroll 
more than 59 million acres across 
the nation, over 160,000 of those 
acres are in Kentucky. 

The program emphasizes conser¬ 
vation performance - producers earn 
higher payments for higher perfor¬ 
mance. In CSP, producers install 
conservation enhancements to make 
positive changes in soil quality, soil 
erosion, water quality, water quan¬ 
tity, air quality, plant resources, ani¬ 
mal resources and energy. 

Some popular enhancements 
used by farmers and ranchers 
include: 

• Using new nozzles that reduce 
the drift of pesticides, lowering 
input costs and making sure pesti¬ 
cides are used where they are most 
needed; 

• Modifying water facilities to 
prevent bats and bird species from 
being trapped; 

• Burning patches of land, mim¬ 
icking prairie fires to enhance wild¬ 
life habitat; and 

• Rotating feeding areas and 
monitoring key grazing areas to 
improve grazing management. 

While local NRCS offices accept 
CSP applications year round, NRCS 
evaluates applications during 
announced ranking periods. To be 
eligible for this year’s enrollment, 
producers must have their applica¬ 
tions submitted to NRCS by Janu-
